"One woe doth tread upon .another's 
.heel, so fast they follow." Public Inter- 
est In tho recent disasters among the 
West Indian Islands has hoidly begun 
to abate before reports como of others 
which, but for the exceptional magnitude 
of the former, .would be. regarded' as 
unusual In their fatality. The cyclone 
which struck the little town of Goliad, 
Texas, on Sunday not only' nearly 7 de- 
stroyed the place, but left in Its Wake 
ninety dead nnd over one hundred injur- 
ed—an unusunl.cyclone record. for.a' sin- 
gle locality, 'The mine explosion at Coal 
Creek,' Tenn., Is the worst of the year, 
over 200 men add hoys being killed. Sim- 
ultaneously with these events conies ttio 
news of a terrible hurricane which has 
swept over the province' of Sclnde, "In 
British India, carrying away houses, 
bridges and embnnkmonts, and washing 
away miles of railroad tracks, The few. 
words, "many lives were lost," ore slir- 
niScant. 

The prophets who predicted that 1002 
would be a year of disasters were cor- 
rect. They have been In the habit of 
'uttering these prophecies year after year 
without result, but this year they have 
been verified, though but five months 
have passed. If one only prophesies pa- 
tiently and persistently he will assuredly 
be right. Nature has not been so busy 
with her forces of devastation for many 
years past as she has been during the 
first five months of the preBent year. 
Volcanic eruptions and earthquakes have 
destroyed 43,450 lives, storms 704, torna- 
does 410, cyclones 220, floods 333, ava- 
lanches 223, tidal waves 103, snowslldes

ADOPTS CREED CHANGE. 



Presbyterian General Assembly Takes 
Quick Action. 
The general assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, in session at New York, 
adopted, the, report of the committee on 
creed revision, making changes in (he 
confession of faith.

Sharper^ Follow Up Announcement. 
Mode bjr the Government. 
While agricultural departments of the 
national government nnd tho various 
States are doing good work, and their In- 
vestigations and experiments have been 
of great value to farmers, gardeners and 
stock raisers, said a retired farmer the 
other day, bands of sharpers take advaa- 
tage of every official announcement made 
by the authorities. 

For Instance, a department announces 
the discovery of an insect that destroys 
the cabbage. Within twenty-four hours 
the sharpers ore advertising a powder 
Ih at"! will destroy thcBe Insects. A de- 
partment announces tho appearance of 
the elm pest. In every locality In the 
country appear smooth-talking gentle- 
men who claim to he able to prevent 
damage to the trees by this Insect. Peo- 
ple believe them nnd pay them mouey, 
only to have tbelr trees killed by the very 
methods which the sharpers clulm will 
save them from destruction by the pests. 
The National Agricultural Department 
nt Washington hns announced recently 
that the 17-yonr locusts will appear this 
year, and following this there have sud- 
denly sprung into existence several 
unique methods of destroying these in* 
eecls or of preventing their ravages. 



SO, and waterspouts 12,'a total of 50-

DIE IN MINE HORROR. 



BURNED AT THE STAKE. 

Nesro Tortured to Death hy a Mob at 
Lanslutr, Texas, 

Dudley Morgan, a negro, was. burned 
to death at Lansing, Texas. A crowd 
of 4,000 men, most of whom were armed, 
took blta from theolllcers on the arrival 
of the train, Morgan was taken to the 
home of his victim, Mrs. McKay, wife 
of Section Foreman McKay, who Iden- 
tified him as her assailant. A species of 
trial was arranged by the lead era of tho 
mob. Morgan confessed his crime and 
implicated nnother negro. A large Held 
was selected for the cremation, A stake 
was driven into the ground, nnd to this 
the cowering black was bound until he 
could only move bis head. Heaps of in- 
flammable, material were then piled about 
Lim. 

The husband of the abused woman ap- 
plied the match and thu pyre wis soon 
nblaze. The negro was tortured in a hor- 
rible manner, Tho crowd clamored con- 
tinuously for a Blow death. The negro, 
writhing and groaning at the stake, beg- 
ged plteousiy to be shoL 




One Hundred and Nine Mtncrslvillea 
by Explosion at Fcrnle, B, C. 
One hundred nnd nine miners working 
In the Ferule ihnftii, Nos. 2 and 3, Jocnt- 
ed in the eastern part of the province of 
British Columbln, were killed by an ex- 
plosion. Twenty-four of the employes 
in tiie mines csenped to the surface with 
various cuts and bruises. 
Early reports" were to the effect that 
he mines were on tire and that the death 
1st would be greatly Increased, but later 
lelegramn nnnouuee that the fire has 
been controlled. 

Careful Investigation shows that 11U1 
men were working in the two shafts fit 
the time of the disaster. Of this number 
twenty-four are accounted tor\ but It is 
feared that, all the others nre dead, 

Tho cause of the explosion Is Bald to 
have been the presence of tire damp, Ig- 
nltcd by a match with which a minor 
was lighting a pipe in defiance of orders. 
A tremendous explosion occurred In No. 
2 mine, followed In a few seconds by an- 
other explosion in Xo. 3, connected by a 
short tunnel. The majority of the men 
were In No. 8. Every family in the little 
town Is directly affected by the calamity, 
nnd the entire population is iu a tttatc 
of frenzy. 

The two shafts in which the explosion 
occurred nre situated on Coal creek, 
about six miles from Fcrnle. No, 2 lias 
always been considered the more danger- 
ous,, being dry, dusty and gaseous, lte- 
ceutly the dangerous conditions' which 
had hitherto prevnilcd In No. 2 tuunel 
had been greatly modified nnd improved, 
New fans ,wcre installed, furnishing an 
excess. of air with 40 per cent reserve.

iTOWN OF DECORAH INUNDATED. 

Three Live* Lost and Property Dara- 
aj-ed to Ext'eiit of 8300,000. 
The flood that swept through the 'town 
of Dccornh, Town, Wedncsdny, caused 
the loss of three lives and did property 
damage to the .extent of over f500,000. 
Scores of families are homeless and des- 
titute. That tho town and all Its Inhabit- 
ants were not swept out of existence Is 
little less thnn miraculous, ' according to 
the stories of eye witnesses, * 

Following a cloudburst near the town, 
Dry Rock creek became a river, a great 
wall of ; water twelve to flttecn feet high 
sweeping down upon the town of Doco- 
rah with hardly a moment's warning. 

Houses, bridges,* trees, everything in 
the path of. the wave went down before 
It. Wires In all directions were destroy- 
ed, and from that time the town has been 
cat off from communication with the out- 
side world. Forty miles of railroad track, 
principally that of the St, Paul road, 
was swept awny. 

The deluge changed the. map of the 
town,, cutting .channels where formerly 
houses stood, washing. great section* out 
of streets', picking up. dwellings arid drop- 
ping them several blocks from their orig- 
inal sites, 

, Two of the victims who lost their lives 
were John Gerver arid n child of Mrs, 
Charles Clark. . Carver died from. shock 
and exposure when he was swept from 
his house nnd found himself unable to re- 
gain eritrnuce to It. Mrs, Clark grasped 
her child in her arms when she heard 
the flood sweeping down upon them, nnd 
started to run for a place of safety. The 
frightened little one struggled from her 
and. was swept away, while the mother 
was nearly drowned,. The third person 
drowned Is a child, not yet identified.

A Curious Transformation.

This Is tucuxolotl, it wns also 
discovered thnt In certain localities this 
creature, which, by the way, breeds 
freely hi Mexico, sheds Its skin, easts 
ofT.lts gills and Its tall tin, develops an- 
other colov of body nnd leaves the wa- 
ter to become a land newt. Under thin 
latter guise It is known as ,the aniblya* 
touiu. \\ 

Naturally, the explanation of this 
curious .transformation rests on tbe 
fact that the axolotl is really the young 
or tadpole" stage of the 'nmblystoma 
form, but the peculiarity here IsUbat 
In its first stage It should breed and 
multiply nnd continue to reproduce 
nxolotls. as If It were a perfectly ma- 
ture .'inlninl. The occurrence of such 
cases points out- to ub oneway In which 
specie's can be evolved, for, had wc not 
been acquainted with the relationship 
of these forms, nobody would have hes- 
I tilted to describe them us two essen- 
tially distinct animals. 

Lately It lias been shown, says the 
London Chronicle, thnt, while lu Color- 
ado nnd Dakota the transformation is 
complete, In Mexico the axolotl stage Is 
apparently permanent. Here, probably, 
the Influence of the environment on a 
living being Is typically illustrated.

Like fitful monsters the volcanic moui 
tains of Mount Pelee and La Soufricr)££ 
still threaten 'the isluuds of Martinlque^^ 
and- St. Vincent nnd the,' surrounding 
seas, ■ The terrific, energy . exerted tJio 
week' before last, when St. Pierre wiis 
wiped out of existence and tlie northern 
half of the island of St. Vincent was ' 
turned Into a calcined ruin, has censed;;. 
but the volcanoes still arc active inter-. 
mittcnlly, now belching forth torrents of 
ashes, now sending only clouds of smoke 
and vapor into the air, but at nil times 
dreadful, black, ugly and menacing, 

St. Pierre at times rests beneath a 
pnll of smoke' and sulphurous, impalpa- 
ble ashes. The air Is bot and stilling and 
the workers amid the ruins of palaeea and 
huts! look' toward" the volcano nervously, 
feariug each moment that another cy- 
clone of fire niay shoot -from the mouth 
of the crater, to blast, incinerate and de- 
stroy. Severai times the searchers have 
been driven from tile nil us by sudden . 
and heavy eruptions, which were power-, 
ful enough to rnln down ashes lu tlie 
streets pf Fort dc France, ten miles dis- 
tant. Some of these eruptions "wer'tj ac- 
companied by thunder, which shook I lie 
Island, and by blinding flushes of light- 
ning. Some of the people around St. 
Pierre, who' had returned to their homes,', 
were driven forth again by these dis- 
plays and made their way to Fort de ; 
France. They report that new volcanoes! 
have been formed lu the neighborhood of ' 
Mouat Pelee aud the belief is now well- 
nigh general that other eruptions, per- 
haps as dreadful as those of May S, 
when -St. Pierre wns destroyed, wllloe-. 
cur. 

- 'Amid the Ruins, 

Meantime the work; of searching -he 
ruins of the city is being slowly prose 1 
cutcd. Tlie stench. from putrefying bod- 
ies and the, stilling odor from volcanic 
matter render the work painful and dan- 
gerous. Few of the bodies are Identifi- 
able. Most of them are covered by vol- 
canic deposits and much time will be re- 
quired to exhume them. Bodies are be- 
ing found in nit kinds of conditions. Sonic 
are calcined; others are free from burns. 

The whole scene is one of beartrendlug 
horror and pity. And yet in spite of the . 
supreme tragedy; In spite of ■ Death's 
presence at every turn; in spite of the 
menacing danger that sits enthroned,' - 
like a malignant spirit, upon "Mount Pe-. 
lee, liuman ghouls are busy plundering : 
the dead. Some have been shot down lu 
their tracks by the French guards; some 
hare been arrested and sentenced to va- 
rious periods of Imprisonment, but neith- 
er death nor deprivation of liberty ia 
sufficient to deter the human hyenas and 
In the outlying districts looting still goes 
on. 

An official estimate of those who were 
burled Jn the ruins of St. Pierre gives: 
the number at 23,01)0, In addition 3,000 
persons were drowned and ; became the 
prey of sharks. A fifth of the surface of 
the Island was burned null the other 
four-fifths are covered witli ashes. At 
Hfvicre Blanche, a suburban town of 
St, Pierre, the deposit of limSl Is twenty 
feet deep. Here it was thaB^ the flrst 
great eruption of the volcano oV May 5 
manifested Itself, burying the* 
sugar mill and killing twenty-tin 
soua. ^V>*" 

Horrible CondKionB on St. Vincent, 

On the Island of St. Vincent conditions 
are horrible. The whole northern part of 
the Island is a ruin. Just now La Sou- 
frlere Is reduced to passivity, but no ono ; 
can tell when the volcano may become 
active again aud belch forth death -und 
destruction. 

''All the earlier estimates of the dead 
were too low. At first It was tho might 
that only 500 persons perished, but dally, 
since the horror has grown. Upto the 
present 1,800 dead- bodies ■ have been 
found aud hurled or burned. Four hun- 
dred more victims are scattered over the 
northern part of the island, some exposed 
and rotting under, the tropical sun t Home 
burled beneath deposits of ashes nnd 
lava. The carcasses of thousands of do- 
mestic animals are' scattered over tbc\ 
scene of desolation, polxonlngthe atmos- 
phere and creating pestilence. Frightful 
odors permeate the Island and pestilence 
has already mndc Its appearance. Im- 
mense fires are now blazing In the region 
devastated and in them the carcasses of 
animals arc being cremated. 

Fortunately the wants of the people 
both In Martinique and St. Vincent nre - 
now' relieved owing to the generous !chnr- ' 
Ity of the United States and to the pri- 
vate aid that flowed in from a multipli- 
city of sources. Never before in the 
world's history has assistance so sponta- 
neously and so copiously been bestowed.

According to the ccop report of the Ag- 
ricultural Department, 1 the 'drought «ni- 
dltlons": prevailing' at the^closVof Unl pre- 
vious 'week ilh; the .south Atlantic and 
east gulf States hnve been largely reliev- 
ed, except In southern Florhln, but the 
continued dry weather In the OlHo valley 
and middle Atlantic States, with low. 
temperatures during tho llrst half of tho 
week over the" northern portion of tho 
middle Atlantic States and in 'Now Eng- 
land, hnve proved unfavorable,, while the 
D'akotas, Minnesota nnd portions oMowa 
have suffered from excessive moisture. 
Frosts, more or less destructive, were 
quite general In the lake region, upper 
Ohio valley, nnd In tho northern portions 
of the middle Atlantic States- and New 
England. 

The temperature conditions In tho low- 
er Ohio, Mississippi and- Missouri val- 
leys and throughout tho eastern Rocky 
.Mountain slope were highly favorable, 
but on the north Pacific coast and in the 
middle plateau districts the week was 
much too cool. , 

Corn plnntlng has mode favorable pro- 
gress in the central valleys, except in 
Iown, where It has been delayed by rains 
and is nearlug. completion In southern 
Nebraska and Illinois. The early planted 
is growing vigorously In Oklahoma, Kau- 
nas, Missouri and Nebraska, and Is In 
fine condition in Texas, where n consid- 
erable portion of the crop Is mndo. Out 
worms are causing considerable darimge 
In northern Missouri and In the upper 
Ohio valley,- and while good stands nro 
reported 1« the middle Atlantic States 
low temperatures have been unfavorable. 
Winter Wheat tlnclianscd. 

"Winter wheat has experienced no ma- 
terial , Improvement In the States of the 
Ohio vaUeyi deterioration being reported 
In some districts and a slight advaneo 
In others. In Missouri the crop continues 
in exceptionally promising condition, "al- 
though some lodging is reported, and fnrt 
thcr Improvements In Nebraska and Ar- 
kansas, nnd more favorable conditions In 
northern Kansas arc Indicated. The crop 
has made vigorous growth in Oklahoma, 
and harvesting, with light yields; Is In 
progress in Texas. On the Pacific coast 
winter wheat has inflde favorable nd- 
vnnccmeut and Is ripening iu San Joa- 
quin valley. 

Under exceptionally favorable tempera- 
ture conditions germination of "spring 
nvhent'hns been rapid, and over the south-; 
ern, portion of the spring wheat region 
the early sown is making vigorous 
growth, but continued wet weather still 
delays seeding on lowland in tho Hed 
River valley. 

The oat crop Is much In need of rain In 
the Ohio valley, and the reports from ths 
gulf States nre generally unfavorable.- In 
tho mlddlo Atlantic Slates and the Mis- 
souri valley the general outlook is satis- 
factory. ... 

The cotton crop is In promising .condi- 
tion generally throughout tho cotton bolt 

On tho whole,' the fruit outlook is loss 
favorable. The frosts of this and the 
previous week have caused considerable 
damage In New England and the north- 
ern portion of the middle Atlantic States, 
but no serious Injury has been done over 
tho southern portion of the last nanied 
district. Peaches arc dropping extensive- 
ly In the cast gulf States. 

Except In the Ohio valley and middle 
Atlantic States there has been furthur 
improvement In the condition of grass, 
especially in the upper Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys and tho lake region.

The matter created a good deal of en- 
thusiasm In France nnd as soon ntt tbe 
date far the unrolling, was determined 
on President Lonln>t appointed a mis- 
sion to represent, the French people and 
designated the Gnulols, one of the most 
formidable battleships In the French, 
navy, to convoy the' government's repre- 
sentatives to this country. These repre- 
sentatives, numbered eleven, of 'whom 
Gen. TJrngero, comma nder-in-chief of the 
French army, and Vice Admiral Fonr- 
nler were tlie highest In official rank.

Bnhnne dc Lafayette, n descendant of 
Gen. Lafayette, the Impulsive rind liber- 
ty-lovlng Frenchman,' who fought wllb 
Washington, and the Count and Countess 
dc Itochambcau, the former a descendant 
of the hero of Yorktown. 

What We Owe to, France 

The part which Itoclmmlipaii took in 
the Revolutionary war was an Important 
nne and : It can, perhaps, with justice be 
siild that were It not for the French nld 
which he brought -us.' the cause; of the 
colonists would have been lost. Itocliaui- 
henu was - the direct' rcpresentat 1 vo of 
King Louis XVI, nnd be came here with' 
3,000 soldiers and a fleet. lie was then 
a' veteran soldier and one of the great 
military captains of his age, 

When he landed here tlie time was one 
of great discouragement for Washing- 
ton and the colonial forces. The army 
bad been] fighting doggedly and with in- 
different success. It had been through 
tlie terrible winter at Valley Forgo, the 
'soldiers were poorly clothed' and were 
-behind fully, nine months In their pay. , 

Ilochambcau landed at Newport July 
12,1780, and promptly en trenched his 
anny;* He realized at once the critical 
condition of the American struggle and 
Immediately dispatched bin son, Col. Ho- 
chnnibeau, to France, to urge upon tbe 
King the necessity' of money and more 
■BoldlerB. Col, Raohtiinhenu succeeded in 
breaking tlie British blockade, which was 
maintained at nil. tbe* Atlantic coast 
ports,' and renctted France safely. Farly 
In 1731 he returned, bringing with Jilm 
(1,000,000 frnncB In treasure, a sum 
. equivalent .to 51/200,000, The need of 
funds at this period was acute, The Mi- 
dlers were actually on tbe verge of inu- 
tiny, so much" so. .tlint 'before young Ko- 
ehanibcau's return Washington had 
found it. necessary to solicit u loiiu from 
Gen. noelinmhenu, 

June IS, 1781, the French army in.-irch- 
ed'oiit of Neivport in accordance with a 
plait', of .campaign drawn up between 
Washington and the- French general^ 
V lint mi, wlio, wns holding New York nnd 
New Jersey, was outwitted nnd while he 
cljing to his. position, In the east Wash- 
lugtott and Itocliumbeau led l,helr farces 
to attack Coniwallls. At the same time 
n French fleet under Dc GrnBae entered 
Cbesapcflko Bay, tlnm cutting off Uoni- 
wallls" ehance for escape by wafer, Cnrn- 
wallls 'was forced .to surrender. This 
blow destroyed British prestige and pow- 
er-,- in America and put heart into. the 
colonists, TVlillb. the war went on feebly 
on the' British side /some time longer 
Vorktowu marked the practical end of 
the struggle and American independence 
followed, . . ■ 

Itochambcau was honored by Congress 
and on his return to France Louis XVI, 
' handsomely [ rewarded him. During- the 
reign. ot'terror inFnrls, in 179!i, the griz- 
zled veteran was imprisoned "by the 
: blond-nind lenders: nnd probably esenped 
\tlie guillotine only through. the downfall 
nnd death of ltobespierre... Wlicn-Nnpo-

- tli ors like Roehambenu, we're '8nf6.:. J-lc 
. wasjiiiude a grand ofliccrit the Legion of 
Honor by.
